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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, a plurality of 
interchangeable frames and housing and reed-containing frame must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show a 
plurality of interchangeable frames and housing and reed-containing frame as described 
in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of 
the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-6, 8-20 and 22 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In many instances, the claims recite the limitation "unclaimed". The limitation 
"unclaimed" is vague and indefinite because it is not clear how the limitation further 
structurally limit the claim(s). For example only, it is not clear if applicant intends not to 
claim the combination of the housing and the frames. In claim 1 , the claim recites 
"unclaimed" reed and frames in line 2 of the claim; however, in line 3, it appears that the 
claim recites the combination of the housing and the reed-containing frame. It is not 
clear if applicant is claiming the combination of the housing and the reed-containing 
frame or the subcombination of the housing only. Clarification of the of the scope of the 
claims is required in response to this Office Action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 8-20 and 22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action n 
and to include all of the limitations of the base claim.
